S.0.32*8(E).— Whereas, by notifications of the Government of India 
in the erstwhile Ministry of Surface Transport (Roads Wing) number 
S.O. 113 (E), dated the 6* February, 1998 and S.O. 393 (E), dated the 
12* May, 1998, issued under section 11 of the National Highways 
Authority of the India Act, 1988 (68 of 1988), hereinafter referred to as 
the said Act, the Central Government entmsted the stretches of 
National Highway No. 7 from Km. 8.00 to Km. 33.00 (Bangalore - Hosur 
section) in the State of Karnataka and from Km. 33.00 to Km. 94.00 
(Hosur - Krishnagiri section) in the State of Tamil Nadu respectively to 
the National Highways Authority of India (hereinafter referred to as the 
Authority); 

And Whereas, pursuant to the powers conferred by section 14 of 
the said Act, the Authority has entered into an agreement with M/s 
Bangalore Elevated Tollway Limited having its registered office at 41, 
Nagaijuna Hills, Hyderabad - 500082 (hereinafter referred to as the 
Concessionaire) for the construction of 4 lane elevated highway from 
Km.
